| One bill before the house provides 
that nurses with a Grade XI school 
standing may become members of the 
Registered Nurses’ Assocation. 

Another bil) provides that all adop- 
tions of children must be done through 
the Child Welfare Commission. It also 
provides for closer inspection of the 
homes where adopted’ children are 
placed, ‘ 

An amendment to the Public Ser- 
vice Vehicles Act provides that the 
Highway ‘Traffi: Board may grant 
a PSV licence without holding a pub- 
lic hearing to consider the necessity 
of such licence being issued They 
will still continue to hold sittings 
where it is deemed necessary to get 
more information regarding the 
necessity of new licence being issued, 
During the war years, the Dominiox 
government charged a three cent tax 
on all gasoline whether used for 
vommercial or for agricultural pur- 
poses, This amounted to $4,000,000 
in the Province of Alberta last year. 
On April 1st, 1947, the Dominion 
Government is going to vacate this 
tax field ‘When the Domigion Govern- 
ment does so, the Provincial Gov- 
ernment will keep in force two cents 
of the present three cents’ tax on 
gasoline, except agricultural gaso- 
line. All of the federa] tax on agri- 
cultural gasoline will be dropped.

THE ARCTIC REGIONS OF CANADA are not generally regarded as 
habitable except for the Eskimos and the few traders and Mounted police- 
men whose work takes them there. Any exploration which has been done 
has been mostly by ships, in the coastal waters, or by airplanes flying over | 
the land. Increased interest however, is now being shown in our Far North, | 
which is known to be rich in firs, fish, lumber, metals, oil and coal,.It is | 
also considered probable that there may be rich deposits of minerals there, | 
such as have been found in the region of Great Bear Lake. It is apparent 
that the development of these natural resources would be of great benefit 
to the country, and there is growing interest in the possibility of opening | 
up that part of the country.
